Wasuinoton, D. C., April 2i.—There was an 
extraordinary scene in the room of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs this morning. 

I do not propose to a scene here in this 
room, or to make capi You may do that if 
you please.

This astounding language was used by Mr. 
Perry Belmont in closiag his examination ot 
James G. Blaine, and it was the climax of one of 
the most exciting scenes ever witnessed in a 
committee-room of the American Congress, 
or perhaps in a parliamentary body anywhere. 
The investigation, for the two hours which 
preceded, had been weary enough. Mr. Bel- 
mont’s questions had bees confined to the Lau- 
dreau claim and to the South American policy 
of the Administration. 

THE AUDIENCE, 

packed in a densely-crowded room, the atmos- 
phere of which was stiflimg, bad grown weary. 
The hour of 12 was about to strike. Mr. Bel- 
mont had folded the paper containing his long 
series of interroga prepared, it is ru- 
mored, not by himself, the sossion was abéut 
to end for the day, when Mr. Rlaine arose.

Wasuinaron, D. G., April 27.—Today, for the 
Oret time in three years, the voice of a colored 
man claiming to represent a constituency was 
heard,in the House of Representatives. The 
orator of the day was John R. Lynch. contestant 
for the seat now occupied by Chalmers, from 
the Shoestring District in Mississippi. When 
Lynch rose to address the House a good many 
colored people who were seated in the galleries 
greeted him with applause. This was extreme- 
ly disagreeable to some of the Democrats, and 
Moulton hastily rose and demanded that order 
should be preserved in the galleries. Lynch 
had been sitting In a seat which for many years 
was oceupied by Gen. Garfield, and he spoke in 
the place where Garfield had so often held the 
attention of the House and spectators by his 
earnest and persuasive eloquence,

and, as he warmed up with his subject today, be 
drew the attention of every member on both 
sides of the House, as well as in the galleries, 
which rapidly filled when it became kaown 
that he was speaking.

° Death ot Harry Crisp. 

Harry Crisp, well known throughout the ooun- 
try as an actor, died at 2 o'clock yester uy at ter- 
poon at the Sherman House, where he bad been 
lying sick two weeks. 

Mr. Crisp was born in 1843, Virginia being the 
place of his nativity, and was the son of W. H. 
Crisp, who before the War was & prominent act- 
or and manager in the South, baving been the 
lessee of theatres at Memphis, Charieston, and 
other Southern cities. His son may be said to 


have been associated with the stage from in- 


fancy, both his father and mother being active 
members of the profession at the time of his 
birth, and at no time in his tife was the deceased 
unconnected with the life of an actor. Re- 
garding his history during the days of 
youth not much is known, except that 
at the age of 14 he was treasurer of his father’s 
company. When the War broke out be enlisted 
in the Confederate army and served until the 
close of hostilities, comfing North at that time. 
For some months at least he was a member of a 
theatrical company at Portiand, Me., and played 
in various New England towns, his efforts at 
that period veing confined to small parts. in 
1869 Manager Field, of the Boston Museum, 
engaged Mr. Crisp to play juvenile parts in his 
company, and while in Boston he met and mar- 
ried a Miss Fletcher. In 187 he went to New 
York and became a member of DAly’s company, 
with which he remained two or three seasons, 
and in 1874 visited Chicago as a member of the 
Union Square Company, having previously 
played a brief engagement here in 1870 at Wood's 
Museum. At the close of the season of 1874 Mr. 
Crisp returned to Boston, playing leading ju- 
venile parts in the Museum company, and when 
Charles Barron left that organization he as 


‘sumed leading business. “During 1877, 1878, and 


1879 he was in New York, most of the time as a 
member of Daly's company, and in the latter 
part of 1879 joined the My Partner company, 
assuming the part of Ned Singicton, in which he 
made a decided bit, being the creator of the 
char The season of 1880-81 he was lead- 
ing maf toSaivini, baving in the early part of 
the season, however, been for a short time a 
member of the “Two Nights in Rome” 
company. At the beginning of the pres- 
ent season he was engaged to play 
the part of Siw Clement Huntingford 
in “The Worid,” and did so until iliness pre- 
vented his further appearance. About six weeks 
ago the deceased was attacked with diphtheretic 
sore throat, but in spite of a physician's advice 
continued to play. He recovered somewhat, but 
soon took a cold which developed into pneu- 
monia and compelled him to cease playing on 
the arrival in this city of the company. His wife 
was telegraphed for and came on from Boston 
at once, but in spite of her care and the efforts 
of abie physicians Mr. OCrisp'’s malady assumed 
the form of rheumatic fever, which attacked the 
brain tissues, and he died yesterday afternoon 
as stated above. 

The body wil be taken to Boston, leaving Chi- 
cago at 9o'clock this morning, and the tuneral 
will probably take place next Monday from the 
Holley Street Unitarian Church.

Home in Concord, Masa,

CONCORD, Mass., April N. — Ralph Waldo Em- 
erson died quietly aud without pain at ten min- 
utes before 9 o'clock tonirht. His disease as- 
sumed a more acute form this morning, but was 
not so threatening as to cause serious alarm. 
Dr. Putnam. of Boston, who was summoned 
three days ago,and who had been with bim 
Wednesday night, went bome early today with 
the intoution of returnimg on the late train to- 
night, but before his arrival Mr. Emerson had 
expired. About

Judge Keyes, Dr. Emerson's 
father-in-law, was also present, and the 
following members of the family, all of 
whom have been in constant attendance 
since the first iliness: Mrs. Emerson, the wife of 
the dying man; Miss Ellen Emerson ana Mrs. 
W. H. Forbes, ‘ne daughters; Dr. Emerson, the 
son, and his wife; Charies Emerson, a nephew; 
and Mr. W. H. Forbes, a son-in-law. During the 
evening the utmust anxiety was felt. Dr. Emer- 
son, his mother, and the nurse were by the pa- 
tlent's bedside watching and ministering to the 
unconscious patient. The other relatives and 
friends were in the sitting-room below. At a 
quarter before 9 Dr. Emerson a 
CALLED DOWN-STAIRS AND ANNOUNCED 
THAT THERE Was HOPE, 
that the pulse had fallen from 140 to 120, and was 
steady and regular, and that the patient was 
resting quietly and easily. He thought the crisis 
would soon be passed, and be was encouraged to 
believe that his father would live. The Doctor 
then at once returned to the sick-room and in 
three or four minutes came back with the start- 
ling announcement of death. At half-past 9 
the bell on the Unitarian Church began the toll- 
ing of seventy-nine strokes, representing the 
years of the philosopher’s life. 
THE NEWS 
was not unexpected by the townspeople, who 
bad tenderly inquired aimost every hour in the 
day as to the cond the patient. The 
cause of death was acute pneumonia. Mr. Em- 
erson had been confined to his house for 
just a week, and had been considered 
seriousiy ili since Monday, and ocrit- 
ically ii since yesterday. Although 
the chances have all along been regarded as 
against his recovery, principally on account of 
bis age, without taking into account the imme- 
diate complaint from which Mr. Emerson suf- 
fered, it snould be remembered that be has been 
a studious worker in his favorit feild for many 
years, and that, though he bad ever led a philo- 
sophical and well reguiated life, yet 
HIS APPROACHING END OF EXISTENCE 
bad been slowly and gradually announced 
through failing strength of mind and body. The 
last time Mr. Emerson was away from Concord 
was the day he attended the funeral of Mr. 
Longfellow. It has been stated that on that oc- 
casion he contracteda cold which resulted in 
his present prostration. This, bowever, is not 
the fact. Up to last Wednesday he 
bad been in bis usual health. One 
or two warm, days in the middie of 
the week induced him into the imprudence of 
taking a short walk without an overcoat, and to

Tuere is the right ring in the speech of 
ex-Congressman Long delivered yesterday 
at the convention of Georgia Republicans 
which met at Macon pursuant to the call of 
the State Central Committee. The conven- 
tion’s purpose is to consider what means 
shall be employed and what steps taken to 
rescue the State from the blight of Bourbon- 
ism, and to secure to the colored Republic- 
ans the unobstructed right of a free ballot 
and of a fair and honest count of that ballot. 
Upon this prime question Mr. Long ad- 
dressed the convention, and squarely and 
bluntly laid down the proposition that co- 
operation and coalition with the anti-Bour- 
bon element of the Democracy in Georgia is 
the right way and the only way to accom- 
plish the desired result. To the possible ob- 
jection that previous attempts in the same 
line of action have not been altogether suc- 
cessful or satisfactory, he returned the reply 
that failure in the past furnishes no good 
reason for a refusal to try again. The tone 
ot the speech and the notably superior char- 
acter and intelligence of the delegates pres- 
ent in representation of the colored men of 
the State promise well for the success of 
the movement. 5

His appearance before the Congres- 
sional committee has enabled him to adda 
thousdiids of admirers to a constituency 
which extends throughout every section of 
the country, and to once more justify the ex- 
alted rank which he has taken in the Repub- 
lican party.

PROSPECT OF PEACE IN IRELAND. 

The indications at present are that the Irish 
land question, and the controversies growing 
out of it, which have reduced ireland to 
anarchy during the last year, are in a reason- 
able way toward a peaceful settlement, and 
this, too, by the consent not only of the 
British Tories, but also of all branches of 
the Irish people. 

To a proper understanding of the present 
condition of the land question, it must be re- 
membered that the Land bill of Mr. Glad- 
stone was passed after a long parliamentary 
struggle, at the close of an agricultural dis- 
tress continuing through ‘three seasons of 
crop failures, during which at times large 
portions of people were so reduced towards 
famine that food and other relief had to be 
sent to them. 

The Land bill provided for a liberal sys- 
tem of leases at rents based upon the value 
of the naked land, conceding to the tenant 
as his vested property the value of all im- 
provements and betterments, and giving to 
him in his lease and his improvements a 
salable property often equal to, and even 
surpassing, the rentable value of the land 
itself. ‘The bill further provided that when- 
ever the tenant and the landlord could agree 
upon a price the tenant could become the 
purchaser of the land, the Government ad- 
vancing him, or loaning him, three-fourths 
of the agreed price, the same to be refunded 
in small payments at a low rate of interest. 
The unual rate of rent under the leases 
was to be determined by the Land Court. 
All these provisions would have been gen- 
erally acceptable to the tenantry, and 
have been aécepted by many thousands 
of tenants, were it not for the fact that 
an immense body of tenants at the 
end of the three years’ failure of 
crops were in arrears. for rent for 
from one to three years, and this rent 
they were unable to pay. On some estates 
the landlords voluntarily abandoned from 20 
to 40 per cent of these arrearages, while on 
others the whole amount was demanded, but 
in either case the poorer classes were unable 
to pay any part. In many cases the arrear- 
ages of rent under the old terms equaled 
the rent for twice che term of the tenancy 
under the rates for the new leases. 

The misery of the situation was that, how- 
ever liberal and acceptable the terms and 
rents of the leases under the Land bill were 
to the tenants, no tenant could avail himself 
of them or share any advantage under the 
new law who was in atrear for rent. No 
tenant owing back rent could claim a lease 
unless by the consent of the landowners, so 
that all the beneficent provisions of the 
Land act were denied to the thousands of 
tenants who had been unable to pay their 
rents during the years of distress and starva- 
tion. Thecry of No rent“ to these people 
was but the echo of their own helpless situa- 
tion; it was not a notice of no rent under the 
new leases, but a despairing cry of inability 
to pay the arrearages, while the inability to 
pay the arrearages excluded them from the

GRAIN SUPPLY AND PRICES. 

The grain markets are just now in very 
unsettled condition, hanging between hope 
and fear. There is a promise of abundant 
crops the coming harvest, the prospect being 
atleast as good as at the same date in any 
former year, ahd we are rapidly nearing the 
harvest-time on all the cereals except corn, 
Still prices keep up far above the average, 
The fact of short crops in 1881 is making itself 
felt more and more as the season progresses, 
and is taken advantage of by speculators to 
afflict their brethren with an artificial scarci- 
ty. The supply of some, if not of all, kinds 
of grain bids fair to be sufficient to tide over 
consumption to another crop, but there are 
untold millions of bushels of shorts yet to be 
tumbled into the speculative maw ere its 
cravings be satisfied. Either this or the cash 
must be furnished. It is an open secret that 
the latter is often more acceptabie than is 
the former to the hungry long.“ 

In the wheat market the prospect for much 
lower prices would seem to be a hopeless 
one. There is really so little behind us that 
prices have little to do with a change in the 
volume of the daily supply. It comes for- 
ward so very slowly as to furnish absolute 
proof that very little is left in. first hands, 
and what there is finds its way to the egun⸗ 
try mill at prices whieh are good even by 
comparison with those paid here. But there 
is some question with regard to other cereals, 
and especially corn. The indications are that 
there is yet a good deal of corn to come for- 
ward, the farm consumption on the last crop 
having been kept at a minimum durime the 
fine open weather of the past winter, while 
the high prices have encouraged saving 
in an unprecedented degree. That very 
weather kept back supplies by wmak- 
ing the country roads impassable for 
months together; and thus lefta very con- 
siderable part of the smaller surplus to be 
moved in summer. There are indications 
now that the receipts of corn during May 
will be much larger than has been expected 
by many, though not equal to those of some 
former years; and buyers for consumption in 
the Eastern States and in Europe are re- 
ported to be holding back in view of this 
prospect. The change in the situation has 
evidently caused a flutter in the ranks of 
the bulls, as the course of the market during 
the past two or three days abundantly 
testifies. Some of them have embraced the 
opportunity to unload, while others still 
hold on, believing that the recent decline has 
been severe enough to warrant hopes ofa 
reaction. 8 

It is claimed, and is probably true, that a 
large part of the corn to arrive in this city 
during the coming month has been already 
sold to go eastward, and a considerable part 
of it is under orders for Europe. It this be 
the case the decline may not-be so very great 
after all, as it is yet a good long while before 
the world will be able to draw upon the next 
corn crop for consumption. The quantity 
remaining over will have to supgy the 
world’s requirements for several months to 
come. 


A POLO-PLAYER IN POLITICS. 


Belmont is an ass, There is no sort of 
doubt about that. The only question is

Belmont’s manner was intentionally in- 
sulting. He opened upon Blaine as if the 
latter had been a criminal in the duck in- 
stead of a distinguished American citizen. 
He iterated and reiterated senseless inter- 
regatories, all bearing on the least conse- 
quential part of our South American diplo- 
macy. He interrupted Blaine repeatedly, 
and, when the latter completed an answer, 
would construe it with the introductory 
phrase, That is to shy ’—soniething entire- 
ly different from what the witness had said. 
But the climax of the two days of turbu- 
lence, disgraceful alike to the com- 
mittee and the House, was reached 
» when Belmont stigmatized Blaine as a 
“bully and a coward,” and threatened 
to communicate with him privately, which 
could only mean a challenge or something 
akin to it. But by this time Belmont was in 
so demoralized a condition that he could 
hardly be held responsible for what he said. 
Blaine had been studiously parliamentary in 
all he said, as the report will show. It was 
Belmont only who transcended the bounds 
of ordinary parliamentary usage. Mr. Bel- 
mont’s party associates in the committee were 
quite as completely disgusted with him as 
the Republican members. Biount, Wilson, 
and Deuster did not hesitate to express their 
feelings freely, and no one of them had an 
excuse to offer for this verdant young polo- 
player. 

The conclusion of the whole matter should 
be that polo-playing in the House of Repre- 
sentatives is neither a safe nor an agreeable 
pastime, and gentlemen of more leisure 
than brains, who are fond of this athletic 
exercise, could best pursue it on the open 
field, untrammeled by the conventuonalities 
of parliamentary usage.

wheat to this market. Making it deliverable on 
contracts for spring wheat is to the buyers’ ad- 
vantage, for be gets a quality which usually sells 
for more money in every market than spring 
wheat does. It is pot expected that the seller 
will deliver this kind of wheat on contracts 
calling for No. 2 or 3 spring except in cases 
where manipulation or coruers have furced up 
the price of spring wheat to an abnormal ficure, 
and made it bring more than wipter wheat would 
on its own merits in this or other markets. At 
such times the privi to deliver it on con- 
tracts for spring would draw this grain here.“ 

“What efifect would this rule nave upon 
manipulations?” 

“ It it increased the receipts it would tend to 
0 corners, because the quantity of wheat 
reguiar for delivery wouid be larger, and more 
money would be required to carry along a deal. 
A clique might have two crops to look after in- 
stead of one. But the priscipai object is to en- 
courage our winter-wheat trade, We wish to 
bold out inducements fora larger quantity to 
come here. Every year more and more of the 
crop of spring wheat is ground into flour in the 
Western States, which lessens the receipts bere. 
This season is a notable instance of the falling 
off in Chicago's receipts of wheat, despite high 
prices, owing to the fact that millers ail through 
the West are buying it.” 

“ Doesn't this fact help manipulators?” 

“Yes. The whest market has been corraied, 
manipulated, or worked in some way at times 
for the past two years,and this competition 
from country millers we have had to contend 
with iv largely the cause of it. We think this 
rule is a wise one, and expect it will be adopted.

='HE BRIDGEPORT PUMPING-WORKS.

been a see-saw between brokers. There is no bull 
party and no bull leader—no Moses to lead the 
way toa better land. A Boston pool were said 
to be buying Michigan Central, and the Vander- 
bilt brokers were ostensibly selling it. This 
comprises almost all the gossip, not to say news, 
of the day. The public in fact are so apathetic 
about the stock market that the great Captains 
ot specujation know perfectly well that it is of 
no use to attempt a movement in any direc- 
tion. Everybody is waiting for developments, 
especialiy with regard to the crops. The news 
about the latter is better than it was at this su- 
son last year, but is by no means so uniformly 
brilliant as the Gould party attempt to make 
the public believe.

ed on the bark. 

Not a park policeman was insight. The other 

tree was eaten by a grocer’s horse, left unbitched 

in the street,in direct violation of a city ordi- 

nance. Since that time I have observed no less 

than fifteen trees seriously injured by horses 

either left unhitcbed or hitched to a post con- 
venient’ to the trees. 

Now, gentiemen—members of the board—you 
know better than I the value of those trees. I 
suppose they cost the taxpayers from $20 to $30 
each. you not intend to devise some means 
to save etaxpayer this los. which in afew 
years at this rate will count up into thousands of 


oliars? 

If you leave the trees unprotected you will 
have to station a policeman day and night on 
every block, aye, before every residence, from 
Jackson street to Thirty-tifth. 

Allow a bumble citizen to suggest to your hon- 
orable body a simple and inexpensive plan. 
Have manufactured a wire netting, about eight 
feet high, and wide enough to surround the 
tree, leaving a margin for future growth. Wrap 
it around the tree; let it overlap if you like, and 
secure it by twisted wire or books, or some sim- 

le device. Paint it green or black, and it will 
be an ornament as well as a secure protection 
against any animal or any ordinary accident. 
Atter you have done this, and everybody sees 
how simple and inexpensive such a protection is, 
they may perbaps adopt it even wi bout the 
suggestion of a city ordinance.

James Duniap, his companion in the 
crime at Northampton, still remains at the 
prison, and the last day Scott spent on earth he 
was with him a portion of the time. Scott made 
no confession of the bank robbery in which

job in any way. Four of the robbers engaged 
with bim at Northampton are now at large. 
Robert Scott was sentenced at Northampton for 
tran years when he was 2% years old for rob- 
bing the Northampton bank and as the boss of 
the job. He entered the prison Jan. I. 1878, and 
bis sentence would dave expired Feb. 16. 1504, 
had no allowance been made for good behavior. 
Scott made bis will Monday night, giving $1,500 
to bis wife and $500 to James Duniap, bis bank- 
robbing associate, asserting that be owed Dun- 
lap that amount. Where his money is deposited 
is not yet known.
